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L. M’field Opp oses Change In Tax Plan

The Lower Makefield Town­ 
ship Board of Supervisors went 
on record last night as oppos­ 
ing any changes in 
the 
for­ 
mula by which the township re­ 
ceives state motor vehicle tax- 
paymcnts. 
The board, in unanimous vote, 
ratified a letter sent to 
area 
representatives 
in 
Harrisburg 
urging them not to support a 
bill now before the legislature, 
which would change the for 
mula. 
The present formula is based 
on BO per cent for the millage 


of roads* in the community and 
40 per cent on the basis of popu­ 
lation. The proposed bill would 
change it to a 50 per cent basis 
for each item. 
Unfair Change 
The board expressed the feel­ 
ing such a change would be un­ 
fair to second class townships 
like Lower Makefield and would 
unfairly 
penalize them 
while 
giving the advantages 
to 
the 
more densely populated 
com­ 
munities and cities'. 
The board pointed out i- has 
a larger proportion of toads, 
compared to its population, than 
most other communities. Lower 
Makefield’s population is 10,635 


and it has more than 400 miles 
of roads. 
William Mackensen Jr., board 
secretary - treasurer, said the 
township would lose more than 
$1 million in revenue if the for­ 
mula were changed. 
Complaint Made 
A complaint was 
registered 
to the board by Edward E. Con­ 
away, announced 
Democratic 
candidate for the board of su­ 
pervisors in the November elec­ 
tion against Charles F. Smith 
& Son Inc., the contractor doing 


sewer construction work in the 
township. 
Conaway said the contractor 
has placed a trailer - office and 
other construction equipment on 
a lot at Sutphin and Lawndale 
Roads, without receiving a zon­ 
ing exception. 
The board pointed out a hear­ 
ing has been yet for tomorrow 
night by the township’s board 
of adjustments and if the excep­ 
tion is net granted, the contrac­ 
tor will have to move his equip­ 
ment.
